S.R.O. 41, dated 28th Jan. 1959. — In exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(cc) of sub-section (2l of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following further amendment in thei 
Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II') Rules, 1951, the 
same having been previously published as required by sub-section (1) of the said 
section 280, namely : — 

Tn rule 20 of the said rules, for sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

(2) “Leave other than casual leave and special disability leave in respect of 
all members of thei service will be sanctioned by the Director. 

(3) Special disability leave in respect of all members of the service will be 
sanctioned by the Government”.

S.R.O. 46, dated 3rd Feb. 1959. — The following bye-laws for the regulation of 
recovery of bicycle/tricycle tax in Belgaum Cantonment, made by the Cantonment 
Board Belgaum, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of section 282 
and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1624), are published for 
general information, the same having been previously published and having been 
approved and confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub-section (1) 
of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. Every person who owns or keeps a bicycle or tricycle for use within the 
Cantonment limits shall be the person liable to pay the tax therefor, at the rates 
specified in the Government of Bombay, Revenue Department Notification No. 8731 
(fated 22nd April 1920 amended from time to time. 

2. No tax shajl be payable by dealers in bicycles in respect of new bicycles or 
tricycles kept by them for sale, or by visitors and guests staying in the Canton- 
ment for a period not exceeding one month in any financial year. 

3. Owners of bicycles or tricycles who reside oytslde the Cantonment limit* 
but who come within Cantonment limits regularly for work or business are liable 
for payment of tax, provided the same are not registered with the Belgaum 
Borough Municipality. 

4. Every person who is liable for payment of the tax on bicycle/tricycle shall 
apply in form 'A’ appended to these bye-laws to the Executive Officer’ within one 
month of his coming into possession of the bicycle or tricycle to be taxed, for 
registration of the same ana shall remit the tax along with the application. The 
tax shall be collected and acknowledged by means of an official receipt (Form 
Cantt. 4-B). 

5. The receipt shall be granted in the name of the person paying the tax and 
, shall not be transferable. 

0. On payment of the tax a token will be issued by the Cantonment Board on 
payment of such cost as may be fixed by the Cantonment Board. The token shall 
bear the same number as that in the Demand and Collection Register In respect 
of the person liable to pay the tax and shall be affixed by him on some conspicuous 
part of the bicycle or tricycle for which it is issued. 

7. If the number token of a registered bicycle or tricycle is lost, another token 
shall be issued on payment of cost fixed by the Board. 

8. On expiry of thei period of registration, every ownlr of bicycle or tricycle 
liable to be taxed shall apply for the renewal of registration to the Executive 
Officer. Every registration or renewal shall be valid till the end of the financial 
year in which the same is made. 

9. From the information obtained from applications for registration and renewal 
of registration and from any other information at its disposal the Cantonment 
Board shall cause to be prepared in Form ‘B’ appended to these byc-laws a Demand 
and Collection Register in which the names of all persons liable to pay thei tax 
shall be entered. 

10. Persons who keep bicycles or tricycles for hire shall submit a list of such 
bicycles or tricycles, giving thei frame number and make of each bicycle and 
tricycle, along with the list sent for registration every yeaf so that these can be 
checked by the Executive Officer or the persons authorised by the Board at any 
time. 
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11. The Executive Officer and persons authorised by the Board in this behalf 
may enter the premises where such bicycles and tricycles are kept under the pre- 
ceding bye-law in order to check them. 

12. Dealers in bicycles and persons mentioned in bye-law 10 may pay the tax 
in two instalments in the months of April and October of every financial year. 
The cost of token shall be paid along with the 1st instalment in advance. 

13. In every case when the owner of any registered bicycle or tricycle transfers 
such bicycle or tricycle to another person during the currency of the registration, 
the transfer shall be reported to the Executive Officer, and thereupon the name 
of the transferee shall be substituted for the name of the former owner in the 
Demand and Collection Register. 

14. The original owner shall, until such transfer is reported and such name is 
substituted in the Demand and Collection Register of the year, be liable as owner 
of the bicycle or tricycle for compliance with these bye-laws. 

15. Any bicycle or tricycle for which the tax has not been paid or which is 
without a number token, if found on any public place, may be seized by the 
Executive Officer or any person authorised in this behalf by the Board and 
Retained till the payment of the tax thereon. 

16. Whoever contravenes any of these bye-laws shall on conviction by a 
Magistrate be punishable with a fine which may extend to rupees fifty and in the 
case of continuing contravention with a further fine which may extend to five 
rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction 
for the first such contravention.
